Subject, —Import policy for ‘Anhydrous Dextrose excluding preparations’ (S. No. 
87,109/IV)-— Aprils eptemher, 1959. 

No. 81-ITC(PN)/59 .■—Attention of the importers is invited to the. import policy 
for 'Anhydrous Dextrose excluding preparations’ as detailed against item 15 in 
List III of Appendix XIX to the current Red Book, 

2. On a review of the position, It has been decided to increase the quota for 
‘Anhydrous Dextrose excluding preparations’ from 50% Gen, & 60% Soft to 100% 
Gen, & 100% Soft during the current half year. Applications already made by 
established importers and which have not yet been licensed will now be considered 
on this basis. Established importers are, however, requested to send further treasury 
challans, wherever necessary, in continuation of their applications still pending 
with the licensing authorities. Where, however, licences have already been 
granted by the licensing authorities, the Established Importers should return tho.se 
licences to the licensing authorities for a suitable enhancement in their face value 
together with suitable treasury challan. 

3. It has also been decided to grant ad hoc licences for import of ‘Anhydrous 
Dextrose excluding preparations’ to Actual users like Hospitals and Established 
Importers (who may have imported this item in retail or bulk packings) having 
firm orders from Actual Users. Actual users like Hospitals may submit their 
applications In the prescribed form and manner and licences will be granted by 
the port licensing authorities with a letter of authority in favour of any established 
importer of the choice of the applicant. In the case of applications from estab¬ 
lish^ Importers, ad hoc licences may be granted to them on the recommendations 
if the Drugs Controller (India). The licences under this provision will be issued 
subject to the following condition:— 

“This licence Is intended to cover order.s booked by the applicants on behalf 
of Actual users and supplies against such imports will be made to 
those Actual users at prices to be determined by the licensing 
authority’’. 

4. Applications for ad hoc licences may be made in the prescribed form and 
manner to the C.C.I., New Delhi and the last date for receipt of applications will 
be 15th September, 1959.
